WASHINGTON, JUNE 19.—Carranza either must 


back down completely or the United States will itself paci- 
fy Mexico. This is the reason why the bulk of the National 
Guard of the various states is today under orders for bor- 
der service. 


President Wilson also has under consideration a call 


for volunteers which will be withheld until it is found out 
just what Carranza means to do. 


While officials insisted again today that there is no im- 


mediate intention of "armed intervention" in Mexico, in 
the same breath they declared that American interests will 
be protected and American rights defended at any cost. 


With the political conventions out of the way the ad- 


ministration officials declared that there would be no fur- 
ther fooling with the Mexicans. 


Carranza knows the position of this government. He 


known, officials say. just what are the intentions of the Uni 
ted States. But they point out that his treasury is bank- 
rupt, that there is great opposition to him in the ranks of 
his own followers and they believe that he is deliberately 
precipitating the present crisis in order to either prove to 
the Mexican people that he cannot force the withdrawal of 
the Americans or to unite them all against a common en- 
emy in the hope that by so doing, if peace eventually is re- 
stored, either thru some f orm of meditation by other Latin- 
American nations or thru a surrender to the Ameicans, he 
will benefit. 


Officials here made no effort to conceal their belief that 


the Mexican situation again is charged with dynamite.

MEXICO CITY7 JUNE 19.—Tho completely ap- 


praised of the critical situation existing between the Uni- 
ted States and Mexico, the citizens here, taking example 
from the officials, are calm today. No violence has been 
offered any American, so far as is known. 


Some of the newspaper editorials are resentful of 


what they regard unwarranted violation of Mexican au- 
tonomy by the United States, but advise citizens to await 
the action of the government. 


SAN ANTONIO, TEX., JUNE 19.—A large concen- 


tration of Carranzista troops at Ojinaga and Laredo was 
announced this afternoon by General Funston. Carranza 
forces are evacuating Piedras Negras. 


LAKEDO, TEX., JUNE 19.—Manuel Garza Vigil, 


former editor of a Mexican newspaper in this city, arrived 
today in Nuevo Laredo with 16 three-inch field pieces and 
200 artillerymen, to reinforce the Carranza garrison there. 


GALVESTON. TEX., JUNE 19.—The steamer Nils 


arrived here today from Progresso, Mexico, with nine ref- 
ugees aboard, who reported that all Ameicans inr the state 
of Yucatan have been ordered out by proclamation of the 
Mexican government. A copy of the proclamation was ex 
hibited, informing the Americans they must leave because 
the two countries are in a state of war. 


EL PASO, TEX., JUNE 19.—On instructions from 


Washington, American Consul Thomas D. Edwards of 
Juarez transferred his office to El Paso today. He had 
moved his family to this side of the border several days 
ago. 


BROWNSVILLE, TEX., JUNE 19.—All women and 


children, prisoners in the city jail and patients in the hos- 
pitals, are being sent into the interior from Matamoras, 
Mexico, opposite here.

I learned soon enough, 
to my cost. The Indians had for some 
time been very unruly, and while we 
wen- leaving Ihe fort they were leav- 
ing their re.servation, murdering »nd 
pilfering :is they proceeded.

a soldlor rode up ami told tm (hat he 
had been scut to Inform us of the In- 
dian situation and that we must re- 
turn Immediately. But before wo could 
collect our paraphernalia and get Into 
the mule wagon that had brought ns 
one of the party saw several Indiana 
ridlntr haul to cut us off. 


The major hud sent six mounted 


men with us for our protection. There 
A\eie three lieutenants and the man 
who bad come to warn us. The offi- 
cers held a quick consultation and de- 
cided to ascend u ravine in th« moun- 
tain where we could the better defend 
ourselves and not attempt nt once to 
reach, tho fort. The rnrlne lay but it 
short distance on the other side of 
the stream, which we i rossed In the 
wagon und were soon in a position 
where wo could hide behind rocks, 
which also furnished a defense from 
which to fire.

SALUTES BY GUNFIRE. 


Origin of the Custom and of th« 101 


Blast* For Monarcha. 


There Is n good deal more in thia 


most delicate and Important matter of 
salutes by gunfire than is always un- 
derstood. It has a history of its own, 
which goes back nearly as far as the 
use of gunpowder in war, and whether 
it was adopted as a means of reassur- 
ing one's visiting acquaintances that 
one's guns were empty of cannon balls 
and one's soul of jjmlc or -n-Iiuther It 
was begun merely as an organized 
noise in honor o£ a guest does not 
greatly matter. 


Toward the end of the fifteenth cen- 


tury a salute of guns was a recognized 
compliment, though the number to be 
fired seems to have varied. 
An acci- 


dent is said to have settled Trhen to 
stop tiring in the royal salute. 
The 


Emperor Maximilian I., returning to 
the city of Augsburg after an expedi- 
tion, was received with what should 
have been a salute of a hundred guns. 
The officer in charge of the artillery 
lost count In his nervousness and in 
order to make sure that the full num- 
ber was rendered discharged nu extra 
piece. 


The city of Nuremburg, \vhicu was 


the next to have the honor of enter- 
taining the emperor, thought that the 
new number was official and followed 
the example of Augsburg. Thus the 
highest honor that was payable by 
gunfire became 101 rounds. 


The greatest salute ever fired was 


that of 1,001 guns, which In 1840 greet- 
ed the arrival in France of the ship 
bearing Napoleon's body from +5t. Ile- 
Icna. although at the iuipctial durbar 
in 1011 the imposing salute of 101 
"guns," each lired by salvos of six 
pieces, was no bad second. Of others 
there was a salute fired some few 
years ngo at the blessimr of the waters 
of the Neva by the present czar that 
miaht well have marked an epoch. 
There was r.lso the snlute without 
which the kaiser on his famous visit to 
Palestine refused to land at Beirut- 
Perceval l^induii in London Telegraph.
